Captain Politically, bat to Blast His

Captain Stone came to town yester- 
day and stopped at the Wlllard as 
usual. A Dispatch reporter went to 
him for Information as to the where- 
abouts of the written agreement be- 
tween himself and Goebel. He could 
not tell but he had a story scarcely 
less Interesting. 

"It was charged after the conven- 
tion," said the captain, "that I had 
entered Into a corrupt bargain to rob 
Hardin of his votes.

"When the agreement was signed, 
Urey Woodson was present He and 
Mr. Goebel having written and signed 
the document.

"From the beginning of the negotia- 
tions for Joint action In organizing. It 
was generally concedes! by Goebel and 
Woodson when they were in my pres- 
ence that Goebel could not win and 
that my nomination wan the only pos- 
sible result.

THEY BEGAN FIRING AT EACD OTHER. 

Both Men Were Hit and Received 
What May In the End Prove 
Fatal Wounds.

New Orleans, Oct. 11.— A despci 
street duel occurred in front of News- 
paper Row, on Camp street, Tuesday 
afternoon, in which Dominick C. 
0 Malley, proprietor of the Evening 
Item, and a well known promoter 
sport, and C. Harrison Parker, at 
tax collector.chairman of tho state di 
ocratic campaign committee and edit 
in-chief of the Delta, the anti-lottery 
organ. During Its existence both 
were seriously if not fatally wounded. 
The trouble is said to have originated 
over a cartoon in the Itoni last Sunday, 
representing Col. Parker as a little 
dog being led by a string by Gov. Fos- 
ter and labeled "Me too." 

About 3 o'clock Tuesday afternoi 
O'.Malley came out of his office, accoi 
panted by Parson Davics, and walk, 
only a few yards, when Parker, wl 
was across the street conversing with 
some friends, turned and saw him. He 
started towards O'.Malley, and tho men 
seemed to have expected trouble, for 
both drew revolvers at once and began 
tiring, each continuing until his pistol 
was empty. By tho time the duel Wll 
over tho men were only about SO feet 
apart. It was then found that each 
had beeu hit twice. 

Parker received a ball in the side 
which made a dangerous wound, and 
one In the shoulder. O'Malley was 
seriously wounded in tho groin and 
also received a bullet in the leg. A 
newsboy fully a hundred foet away 
wan shot In the head by one of 
O'Malley's bullets, but tho ball did not 
penetrate, and the boy will recover. 
Both meD were resting eaay Tuesday 
night, but It is too soon *o toll defi- 
nitely as to th*»ir chances of reoovery. 
O'Malley has been in several shooting 
affairs, and Parker wounded Maj. L\ 
A. Burke, then state treasurer, in ti 
famous duel in 1893.
